Samson, or Wasted Strengtlr, was the 


subject of Kev. Mr. Phllhrook 6 lecture 
—the second in ihe current aeries—d*1- 
livered in St. .John's! church, Orono, last 


Mr, Philbrook began by saying that 


Samson was distinguished for his great 
physical power. 
It is this that gives 


hint prominence in the Old Testament 
history. 
Judging from the story of his 


life, It would appear that his'miiaion was 
to do a certain amount of rough work 
among a semi-barbarous people in a little 
corner of Palestine. 
It would also ap- 


pear that 
he 
was 
not quflifted 
to 


be a leader 
or 
a deliverer of 
the 


people, as 
Mo-es and 
JOB tua 
had 


been, but he was a sort of an army 
by himself, and God had givei him the 
power to do the work of a larre number 
of men. 
And this is probably the only 


seuse in which the Scriptures represent 
him to Ije inspired or directed of God. 


In Greek mythology we learn that 


Samson is paralleled by Hercules. 
The 


writers of these Greek legends were 
doubtless familiar with the most im- 
I'ortant incidents in Sanjsoc's ife. Sev- 
eral instances were cited by tie speaker 
to show how closely some of trie legends 
of Grecian mythology resembled the 
stories told of Samson So the C id Testa- 
meat. 


Iu eousiderbg the life of Samson we 


find but little to be commended, but a 
great deal that should be censired. 
He 


was not a hero. 
At times h s conduct 


was shameful. 
Many of his acts were 


vengeful, and his prayers were char- 
acterized by a spirit of revenge. It is 
not much to the credit of several over- 
zealous commentators that they have 
endeavored to give him a heroic char- 
acter.

Rather Surprising Discovery. 
Judge Wilson, of South Paris, while 


examining tbe statutes In the prepara- 
tion for his new work on probate law, 
made the rather surprising discovery 
that the Legislature of 1S95 hud entirely 
wiped out all the rights of a widow ID 
the real estate of her husband in the 
case of insolvency estates, 01 of Insol- 
vent estates where the real estate was 
nearly, If not quite, absorbed In the pay- 
ment of debts. 


Judge Witsoo says the mistake—for it 


la, of course, a mistake—arose In abolish- 
ing the widow's right of dower and sub- 
stituting therefor a right and Interest by 
descent. 


Tbe Intention was to Iqcreate tbe 


widow's right from a life intereet to a 
fee simple, bat In so doing the clause 
granting to her the right of inheritance 
was placed, with all others of thin na- 
ture, after the clause "subject to the 
payment ot debts."
